Through the munilloence of Dr Ha Kai the 
Alice Moinorial Hospital for Chinese had 
been founded in this oity in the carly part 
of tho yoar, “Dr Manson and Dr Ca 
Raw ad onca that in connection with this 
Hospital there must bo necessarily a Chi- 
nese etaff of dressers or students or other 
agsiatants, that they had to be taught and 
trained, and that, as Dr Manson pnt it, it 
was just ag ensy to toach and train 80 or 40 
or 50 as to train half a dozen, and the idea 
of the Colleye of Medicine for the Chinese 
orlginated out of and was bssed upon tho 
existenos of the Alica Memorial Hospital 
and of the assistance which it eould render 
nin Hong- 
Tare Dhe wasntt woo that Ne Manrun 
and Dr Cantlia between them organ 
this Collega for the training and ed uu 
of Chinese in western medical science, The 
establishment, so far as tha government of 
it was ooncormed, was modelled upon that 
of the Sentoh universities and Seatch ool- 
leges, with the details of which both Dr 

anson and Dr Cantlio wero intimately 
acquainted. When the College started it 
had no house, na building, no funds. It 
had absclutely nothing to start with but the 
convent of the managers uf the Alice Memo- 
tial Hospital that tho building and all the 
secommodation it ovuld afford should be at 
tho disposal of the students and of the pro- 
fessora of tho College, the gocdwill of tho 
Sotually practising members of the medical 
|. profysuion-_in-Hongkong, and-the-guittance 
and energy of Dr Manson and Dr Cantlio, 
At that time the Institution had no funds, no 
home, acd noapparent moins of getting any. 
Tt commenced with half-a-dozon- studenta 

‘Thé course was to hea five years course of 
study, Aosunilsting as nearly as possible to 
the curriculum in foree in England. The 
students were to pay at the ‘rate of $60— 
since reduced to §40—a year for the five 
years of their courso, and beyond what the 
College received from these students by 
way of fees and in the way of charitable 
subscriptions from tho public, there were 
ho other funds and_no other resources. Ha 
‘was sorry to say that the Chinese’ Collega 
of Medicine was, in spite of the promises 
made-to them and af the sympathy which 
had been offered to them by successive 
Acting Governors and Governors, iti pre- 
cisely thé same position this day. They 
were depending upon the good-will of 
the management and directors of the 
Alico Memorial Hospital for what house 
accommodation the? had. Their stud- 
ents lived there, they wore taught there 
and many of the rooms in the Alice 
Memorial Hospital wero, like the article 
of furniture described by Guldemith, which 
was made ‘A duuble debt to pay, a 
bed by nighta chest of. drawers by day.” 
Thure was not 8 single paid official in. con- 
nection with the Collego-—there was no 
money to pay thom with. The teachers, 
the professors, the lecturers were members 
of the profusion practising in Hongtung, 
who gave their serviecs out of their love 
of learning, out of their desire todo goed.

Fle had very little 
doubt. from the thoroughness of the training 
they had received that that euccesa would 
ha attained, and the best proof of that was 
their experience with regard to the Straits 
Settlements ond that an application had 
jnat heen received for another student from 
the College.

Inwyers: why. not give them the status 
of barristers aud allow them to practice in 
courts? He did not know how the logal 
profession .would regard such a proposal. 
However, putting these difficulties on one 
side, they now came to the question which 
MrFrancis put so forcibly before them, 
and that was tho-quostion of a grant from 
the Government. No one could appreciate: 
mero than be did the aplendid genorosity. 
of Mr Belilios in offering thia money, bat 
he saw the difficulties ahend of them if the 
“Government granted an.endowment. His 
Excellency called’ attention to the splendid 
services rendered gratuitously to the College 
up to the present time, and aid that if tha 
College became a Government Institution 
that.would mean Government officers with 
the pay necessary to attract good Govern- 
mentofiicers, and he thought they would lose 
a gool deal of hearty co-operation which 
they had received up toths present. How- 
ever, he could only say he sympathised 
most deeply with the movement, that he 
appreciated £he good results which had been 
Apparent up to now, and. that he should 
take care to inform himself fully of every 

gument which had beon put forward, and 
if he could sce his way todo it give any 
assistance which could fairly be given on 
behalf of the people of this colony by the 
Government towards the furtherance of the 
work of this admirable college of medicine 
in Hongkong (Applause. }

London Municipalities Bill. 

Mr Arthur J. Balfour, First Lord of the 
Treasury, and Government Leader in the 
House, introduced the London Manioipali- 
ties Bill to-day, the principal feature of the 
the session. The Bill divides the Motro- 
polis of London into fifteen municipalities, 
aach electing a mayor, councillors and 
alderman, with full Jegal power. The part 
of the Metropolis known as the City of 
London, under the jurisdiction of. the Tord 
Mayor and Common Council, is not touch- 
ed by the measure, which deals exclusively 
with the territory embraced by the Ad- 
ministrative County of London. © 

The new bodies will have the same 
powers as are now possessed by tho great 
Proviucial municipalities of England, and 
will not be connected with the -London 
County Council, the governing body of the 
Administrative County. The Council in 
iuture will deal-only with matters of general 
Metropolitan concern. 

Mr Balfour, in presenting the measure, 
said that the Government was‘ convinced 
that the plan proposed was the only one 
dealing o! eruvoly with se ae enormous 
aggregation of humanity as the ‘population 
of the Motro olis. It waa hoped by the 
Government, he added, that the new bodies 
might be launched in November of next
